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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments with respect to daims 1 
and 2 have been considered but they are not persuasive. Applicant's argument is on the ground that "the reference the Examiner relies 
on, Muszynsky, shows an entire separate mechanism for providing ventilation air into a housing of another machine. Combining 
MuszynskI with Traxler would simply produce a magnetic bearing apparatus with a separated apparatus for providing ventilation to said 
magnetic bearing apparatus, therefore the production of cooling wind if combine Muzynski with Traxler would be based on the rotary 
member of a separated apparatus". The Examiner respectfully disagrees with the Applicant because Muszynsky does not show an entire 
separate mechanism for providing ventilation air into a housing of another machine. Instead, as clearly shown in Fig. 2, electric machine 
200 has a rotary member (rotor 240 rotatably around stator 226), cooling wind producing means (blower wheel 100) is mounted on the 
rotor (by mounting member 160) to using the driving force of said rotary member (rotor 240) to cool the electric machine. Therefore, if 
combine the references, there is only one machine and the rotary member of Traxler (rotor 5) can carry a blower device to cool off the 
bearing device. For the reasons explained above, the rejection is still deemed proper. 
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
